The Barnstable School 
Committee went about nar- 
rowing a pool of 26 appli- 
cants down to seven.

Proposed school budget 
calls for increased fees 


Department faces 
$2M deficit

AGAWAM - The Agawam School 
Department is facing substantial position cuts 
and increased fees in an attempt to reach a 
level-service budget for the next fiscal year. In 
addition to losing the Federal Education Jobs 
Bill money, which leaves over 30 teaching 
and administrative positions in the district 
without funding and subject to elimination, 


the budget requires $35.9 million, with only 
$33.9 million in funding available. The school 
department is looking at a $2 million deficit. 
Proposals to make up this deficit include a 
number of educational and student fees. 

One proposed fee would be for all-day 
kindergarten for the 284 kindergarten stu- 
dents next year (83 at Clark, 48 at Granger, 
77 at Phelps, and 76 at Robinson Park). 
There are two options for charging for all- 
day kindergarten. Option one would be at a 
rate of $1,000 per student, which would total 
$284,000; option two would be at a rate of 
$1,500 per student, which would total

DPW looks to patch problem potholes

AGAWAM - Anyone driving around 
town, dodging the expansive holes that 
have popped up all over, will be relieved to 
learn the roads will soon be on the mend. 

Intense winter weather over the last 
three months has wreaked havoc on area 
roadways, and drivers have been forced to 
deal with the aftermath, though not for 
long. Hot paving plants 
have opened and the 
Department of Public 
Works is beginning to fill 
the massive potholes that 
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— riddle the roads, DPW 
—"* Superintendent Christopher 
—— Golba said Monday. 

—— “The plants have just 


opened back up,” said 
Golba. “We started out last 
week with two really nice

days out fixing up 
Springfield Street and 
North Westfield Street.”

The beginning of North Westfield Street 
from Feeding Hills Center to North Street 
becomes a huge problem with potholes 
every winter. Golba said it was one of the 
many reasons the street was the first target 
of patching. 

Cold patching is sometimes used for 
larger potholes that are a danger to 
motorists, but 
the cold patch- 
ing wears off 
quickly and is 
often washed 
away with 
snow plows 
and salt use 
during storms. 

Hot paving 
plants, which 
typically open April 1, have opened early 
because of the demand for hot paving. 

“We’re glad to be able to get the road 
repairs going,” said Golba. 

He went on to say that while there will 
be many more road repairs this year, there 
is money in the budget to cover the costs.

However, like snow plowing, he is unsure 
what it will cost at the end of spring. 

“It’s been the worst winter for potholes 
that I have ever seen,” said Golba. “The 
crews that have come in and reported to 
me have said the same thing.” 

Golba said Springfield Street and North 
Westfield Street are the worst affected 
areas, but there 
are spots with 
potholes all 
over town. 
Potholes are 
especially 
prone in areas 
where water is 
more intense 
and there are 
trees covering 
the roadway. He said other areas of town 
will be patched up during the next few 
weeks. 

The good news, though, is that despite 
all the snow melting and the driving rain- 
storms (which dumped three-inches of 
water last week), one issue Agawam has 


not had a problem with is flooding. 

“There are residents like anywhere that 
have problems with flooding in their base- 
ments,” said Golba. “This year, we have 
had an increase in residents that normally 
don’t have flooding with these issues. 

“Water travels the path of least resist- 
ance,” he said. “If there’s even a small 
crack, it’s going to find your basement.” 

The Agawam Fire Department has been 
responding to many of the flooding calls 
because they have the equipment to deal 
with those situations, Golba said. 

In town, flooding has only occurred at a 
culvert on Route 75 near the Tennessee 
Gas Pipeline facility. 

“There is one culvert there that is over- 
flowing,” said Golba. “The culvert is actu- 
ally too small for what it should be hold- 
ing. We need to structurally increase the 
capacity of that culvert.” 

He said one side of the road was closed 
for a short time but has since been 
reopened. There have been no other major

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Vets council seeks 
assistance in mailing 
packages to troops 


uilding on the success of their past shipments of 
Girl Scout cookies to troops serving overseas, the 


Agawam Veterans Council is once again preparing 
to send out the goodies. 

Over the last two years, the shipping of the cookies - 
which were donated to the council - was paid for largely 
by the Department of Public Works. Donations towards 
shipping were also collected from Agawam Police 
Department, Clerical Association, Veterans Council, the 
local Red Knights, and the Westfield River Valley Marine 
Corps League Detachment 141. 

This year, however, the amount of cookies available to 
be shipped has more than doubled and the council is seek- 
ing assistance from the public in order to defray the cost. 

“This year, it just got too big for the DPW to handle,” 
said veterans council chairman Aldo Mancini, an employ- 
ee of the DPW for more than 30 years. 

According Mancini, council would like to ship about 
six to eight packages a week. The boxes will include 
cookies as well as magazines and other necessities the 
troops may need. 

Because the total number of cookies has yet to be deter- 
mined, Mancini said he is still unsure how much the over- 
all cost will be. 

Mancini, who is a veteran of the Vietnam War era, said 
it’s important to show the troops serving overseas that 
people back home are thinking of them and appreciative 
of their efforts. 

During the last two years, the Veterans Council worked 
with a local Girl Scout troop to send the cookies, but that 
troop is no longer in existence, Mancini said. Today, 
Granby Troop 40097 (run by Kim Biron, originally from 
Agawam) is assisting in the efforts.

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ICNE relocates, 
plans ribbon-cutting

AGAWAM - The Insurance Center of 
New England Inc., (ICNE), an independent 
insurance agency that traces its history 
back to 1866, has re-located to Agawam 
from its old West Springfield site. 

“We’ve been operating out of the new 
headquarters in Agawam since Jan. 24,” said 
David Florian, the chief financial officer, 
during a recent interview. “We will have a 
grand opening, though, with the mayor and a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony, on March 31.” 

ICNE occupied 12,000 square feet in its 
old place, where it had been since 1987. It 
will take up 13,000 square feet in the new 
building, while leaving 5,000 square feet 
there vacant, with the expectation of even- 
tually leasing that out. 

Florian acknowledged that the commer- 
cial real estate market is a difficult envi- 
ronment now. Asked about finding a les- 
see, he said, “We have had a few nibbles 
but nothing firm yet.” Fortunately, he said, 
there is no hurry. “We’d like to rent the 
space but we needn’t rush to do so; we are 
very patient business people and we are 
confident that the local economy will turn 
around and begin to expand again in the 
next 12 - 18 months. We will find a good 
tenant in time.” 


Taxes 
Agawam has a markedly lower rate for 
the taxation of commercial property than 
West Springfield. Property taxes are con- 
ventionally expressed in mill rates, where- 


in one mill equals one one-thousandth of 
the taxable value of a property. The West 
Springfield mill rate is $34.20. This means, 
by way of example, that for a property val- 
ued at $100,000, the tax would be $3,420. 

The mill rate for commercial property in 
Agawam is only $27.07, less than 80 per- 
cent of West Springfield’s. 

Florian said, though, that this was not a 
factor in the move. 

“We made the move because of the fea- 
tures of the site - easy access, size, parking 
space. It is ideal for us,” he said 


Convenience and Parking 

There have been no complaints from 
anyone who thinks the new commute is a 
hardship. “The new site is only about four 
miles from the old West Springfield site. 
We are easy to get to and we are accessible 
from Springfield by taking Route 57W to 
exit 75 south (Suffield Street).” 

Since the new site was formerly a ban- 
quet facility (The Oaks), the previous own- 
ers, the Sophinos, needed a lot of parking, 
though ICNE doesn’t need as much. 

Accordingly, “We pulled out about half 
of the asphalt and our site plan calls for us 
to re-landscape the space with grass, 
shrubs, trees and a walkway in back. This 
is the last part of the site renovation hope- 
fully to begin in the next five weeks or so.” 

Part of the landscaping will involve a 
three-foot-high retaining wall made up of 
natural stone along Suffield Street.

Flags provide for custom, pride on Main Street

AGAWAM - The “Street of Flags” tradi- 
tion will continue this spring thanks to a 
salute - in the form of a monetary donation 
- from Six Flags New England.

Boldyga offers local aid resolution 


BOSTON - State Representative 
Nicholas A. Boldyga (R-Southwick) 
announced that he, along with the entire 
Republican caucus, offered a Local Aid 
Resolution during the House’s full formal 
session. 

The resolution proposes the following: 

Establish a minimum level of Chapter 
70 and Unrestricted Local Aid equal the 
amount proposed by the Governor for 
FY’ 12; 

Establish a minimum level of funding 
for each of the following accounts to equal 
the amount proposed by the Governor for 
FY’12 

“Our cities and towns are struggling,” 
said Boldyta. “This would have, at the 


very least, given them a baseline to begin 
their budgeting process. Additional uncer- 
tainty is an added burden they do not need. 
It is disappointing that my colleagues 
across the aisle refused to openly debate 
the issue and take a step toward helping 
our communities.” 

This resolution would provide among 
other things, flexibility during budget 
debate so that the Legislature might further 
increase local aid appropriations from an 
established floor. It also provides pre- 
dictability for municipalities who are 
already constructing their budgets. With 
one single objection, the resolution was 
referred to the House Committee on Rules 
without any opportunity for debate.

Girard said the Veterans Council also 
provides smaller flags for the Veterans 
Cemetery, located up the street from Six 
Flags. The smaller flags go on each grave 
marker. The town is celebrating the 10th 
anniversary of the cemetery this year. 

Six Flags had initially planned to donate 
$1,500, but was able to pull together a 
larger donation at the last minute.

a world away 


e watched in horror last week, 
along with the rest of our commu- 
nity, at the devastating 8.9-magni- 


tude earthquake that struck in the Pacific 
Ocean on Friday, sending a tsunami that 
devoured everything in its path throughout 
much of northern Japan. The stark images of 
wrecked and water-logged cityscapes and a 
steaming nuclear plant in Fukushima that 
have appeared on television, newspapers and 
the Internet seemed almost surreal, as if they 
were created on a disaster movie set - but, of 
course, they weren’t, as the victims who were 
swept away and those evacuated many miles 
inland know only too well. 

Since the initial shock of the catastrophe 
has worn off, many of us have been left won- 
dering what, if anything, we can do to help.

teve Olivo ‘65 was a runner and a 
S football player at AHS. He had a sis- 

ter Louise ‘60 and he lived between 
the Stebbins and Gosse families on Main 
Street.

The legendary 
Joe Pisano ‘41 was Steve’s dad’s boss and 
he got to see Joe when the families got 
together.

Steve told me the race wasn’t even 
close, but not what he expected. Joe beat 
him easily. 

Good story, Steve, but think about this: 
How would you like to have played foot- 
ball against him and you had to tackle 
him? The ‘41s at AHS graduated about five 
months before Pearl Harbor. Robert Healy, 
class president, wrote in the Sachem about 
“the sickness of Nazism.” 

He went on to say, “We of the class of 
‘41 believe that our educational training 
will enable us to face resolutely these try- 
ing years.” Did Robert realize how trying 
those years would be and how many of the 
“41s would have to defend our country? 

Thirty of the 39 young men in the class 
of ‘41 served our country in World War IL. 
Their names are on the Honor Roll List at 
Veteran Green in front of Phelps School. 
There were 876 others in WWII. 

Twenty-four of those young men lost 
their life during the war and Philip Brusseau 
of the class of ‘41 was one of them. A 
bomber pilot in the Army Air Force, Philip 
died in a plane crash in Europe. 


Here are the ‘41s who served in WWII: 
Stanley Anderson, Philip Brusseau, 
Charles Calabrese, John Caldon, Charles 
Carr, William Chiba, Harold Clark, Alfred 
Daglho, Leo DeForge, Philip DeForge, 
John Diduk, Robert Fenn, Robert Grady, 
Robert Healey, Albert Jackson, Kenneth 
Leger, Edmund Massa, Wilbur Miller, 
Alfred Mutti, William Myers, Edward 
Neilson, Ralph Oliver, Joseph Pisano, 
Charles Porter, Frederick Pruczinski, John 
Quirk, Norman Regnier, William 


Richmond, John Walker and William 
Wylie.

MEMA offers 


FRAMINGHAM - The combination of 
rain, frozen ground and warmer tempera- 
tures melting the snowpack have led to 
flooding conditions in limited areas 
throughout the Commonwealth. Although 
the rain may have stopped, many rivers 
continue to rise at a very slow rate, and 
may not crest and begin to recede for a day 
or two. The Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency (MEMA) encourages 
everyone to remain vigilant and follow the 
following flooding tips: 


¢ Monitor river, stream and urban street 
flooding. For those living in areas that are 
prone to localized flooding, closely watch 
small streams and low-lying areas for 
flooding. Make sure street catch basins are 
cleared. 

¢ Heed evacuation requests. Follow rec- 
ommended evacuation routes, shortcuts 
may be blocked or dangerous. 

¢ Do not walk through flowing water. 
Drowning is the number one cause of 
flood deaths. Most of these drownings 
occur during flash floods. Flash flood 
waters move at very fast speeds and can 
roll boulders, sweep away cars, tear out 
trees, destroy buildings, and obliterate 
bridges. Six inches of swiftly moving 
water can knock you off of your feet. If 
you must walk through a flooded area, use 
a pole or stick to ensure that the ground is 
still there and solid, even where the water 
is not flowing. 

¢ Do not drive through flooded areas. 
More people drown in their cars than any- 


tion; unlicensed operation of a motor 
vehicle; operating under the influence of 
liquor; unregistered motor vehicle; unin- 
sured motor vehicle and negligent opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle.

where else. Cars can be swept away in just 
two feet of moving water. Do not drive 
around road barriers. They are there for a 
reason. The road or bridge may be washed 
out or structurally unsound. If your car 
becomes trapped in floodwaters, abandon 
it immediately and climb to higher ground. 
Many deaths have resulted from attempts 
to move stalled vehicles. 

¢ Avoid power lines and electrical wires. 
Electrocution is also a major killer in 
floods. Electrical current can travel 
through water. Report downed power lines 
to your utility company or local 
Emergency Management Office. 

¢ Look before you step. After a flood, 
the ground and floors are covered with 
debris, including broken bottles and nails. 
Floors and stairs that have been covered 
with mud can be very slippery. 

¢ Be aware of areas where floodwaters 
have receded. Roads may have weakened 
and could collapse under the weight of a 
car. 

¢ Yards that have been contaminated by 
flooded sewage systems should be disin- 
fected by a liberal application of lime. 
Children and animals should be kept away 
from limed areas until the lime is no longer 
visible. 

¢ If your home, apartment or business 
has suffered damage, call your insurance 
company or agent who handles your flood 
insurance right away to file a claim. Take 
photographs or videotape of your damage, 
so you can begin the cleanup process 
immediately.

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The benefits of Yoga

Yoga is a centuries old practice that 
combines exercise and meditation. The 
word yoga in Sanskrit means, “to con- 
centrate on oneself.” This can happen 
on a colorful mat in a beginner’s class, 
during a simple stretch before a long 
walk or with a few deep breaths before 
making a phone call at the office. 

When most people think of yoga, 
they envision pretzel-like poses and 
ashrams in India. While a yoga practice 
can include both, it’s really about creat- 
ing a balanced state of mind. Hatha 
yoga, or a modern mix of poses called 
asanas plus breathing and meditation 
exercises, has transfixed over 16 mil- 
lion Americans. Still, the most com- 
mon mental block is flexibility worries, 
likely from glimpses of what people see 
in the many best-selling instructional 
videos and books. 

“People say over and over, ‘I’m not 
flexible,’” said Maria Laporte, a certi- 
fied Hatha and therapeutic yoga instruc- 
tor who teaches studio classes in 
Feeding Hills. “Flexibility should be in 
the mind, body and spirit. No one is 
flexible on all three levels all the time. 
The key is finding a way to show up in 
one of them everyday.” 

The health benefits of yoga are plen- 
ty if our teachers with years of practice 
can inspire us. Yoga can help lower 
blood pressure and the chances of 
stroke. It can relieve back pain and 
improve posture. Best yet, it picks up 
concentration and mood and leaves 
stress at the door. 

“Yoga is good because it increases 
your mobility and makes you more 
flexible,” said Dianne Parrelli, a 
Feeding Hills resident and physical 
therapist at Baystate Medical Center’s 
orthopedic unit. “It prevents injuries 
and increases strength, especially upper 
body strength, which most women neg-

lect as they get older.” 

Parrelli has been taking classes for 
the past five years. Even with her 
busy schedule, she finds time twice a 
week to attend class and said she 
notices a difference when she does 
not. Parrelli also recommends yoga to 
her patients. 

“T work at my bakery four days a 
week and yoga gives me the energy to 
get through my day,” said Agawam res- 
ident Mae Balboni, who attends class at 
the Senior Center with her best friend. 
They both take classes with Maryann 
Dietschler, a certified yoga instructor 
from Agawam. 

“T began teaching adults of all ages 
at the Senior Center two years ago 
and it has turned into something 
much more than just a class.” said 
Dietschler. “It has created a sense of 
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community, which is important 
because we all need to be part of 
something to feel complete.” 

Many of Dietschler’s students have 
become friends and they say it makes 
their practice more enjoyable. She 
also encourages her students to laugh 
and reminds them to adjust to what 
they can do today and not compete 
with anyone else. 

“IT can do more now than I could at 
47,” said Dietschler. “My yoga practice 
has made me stronger, healthier and 
happier than I’ve ever been in my life.” 

The goal of yoga is always the 
same - to be your best in the present. 
When starting, you don’t have to be 
graceful. You just need to know your 
body’s potential and have a willing- 
ness to try a refreshing break from the 
busy world around us.

I 
have put together some of 
the most dramatic pages 
from his score for this con- 
cert,” said Rhodes. 

“Many of Tchaikovsky’s 
“big tunes” from this ballet 
are well known, as Walt 
Disney used them in his car- 


toon film “Sleeping 
Beauty.” But those were 
mere snippets from 


Tchaikovsky’s huge work, 
most of which remains 
unknown to symphony 
audiences,” said Rhodes. So, this is an 
opportunity, for audiences to hear music 
rarely played in a concert hall.

The great musical masterpiece, 
Stravinsky’s score for the ballet “Petrushka” 
is an incredible work said Rhodes, “One of 
those seminal pieces that introduced the 
world to new sounds, a new musical lan- 
guage and new methods of expression and is, 
for me, one of the most ‘“‘fun’” works of all 
time!” said Rhodes. 

‘Suite from Coppelia’ 

An elegant little waltz from the French 
ballet “Coppelia,” translated as “The Girl 
With the Enamel Eyes,” is in the program. 
The ballet, composed by Leo Delibes in 
1870, was a smashing success at the Paris 
Opera.

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Signs of Spring: Laughing Brook 
Third Saturday Nature Series 


EASTHAMPTON - Spring begins this weekend and signs 
of the changing season abound. We just need to know what to 
look and listen for. Join naturalist Kevin Kopchynski for a 
walk around Laughing Brook Wildlife Sanctuary in 
Hampden, searching for some of these signs in “Signs of 
Spring: Laughing Brook Third Saturday Nature Series.” 
March is an unpredictable month. Some years we have heavy 
snowfalls, and other years, warm temperatures. Regardless, 
the days are getting longer, some birds have already migrated 
back and early insects may be seen flying about. If the day is 


warm, we can look and listen for sap running in the trees and 
for birdsong, and search for skunk cabbage, which can heat 
up the earth around it. 

This program is ideal for adults and families with children. 
It will take place Saturday, March 19, from 10-11:30 a.m. 
The fee is $3 for Mass. Audubon members and $5 for non- 
members.

$426,000. Going back to half-day kindergarten would require 
fewer kindergarten teachers, but add additional transportation 
costs and result in the loss of the Quality Full-Day 
Kindergarten grant, which would be approximately $170,000. 

In a district comparison, only East Longmeadow currently 
charges for all-day kindergarten at a rate of $2,650 per stu- 
dent. 

Another proposed fee is that of transportation for bused 
students. There would be approximately 2,517 students bused 
to Agawam schools (599 at the High School; 539 at the 
Junior High; 525 at Doering; 173 at Granger; 248 at Phelps; 
254 at Clark; and 179 at Robinson Park). Charging students 
$180 per year (or $1 for each school day) for bus transporta- 
tion would total $453,060. 

Four other schools (East Longmeadow, Easthampton, 
Ludlow, and Northampton) charge students a transportation 
fee ranging from $200 to $538. Easthampton and Ludlow use 
a sliding pay scale ranging from $200-$450 and $242 to 
$538, respectively. East Longmeadow charges $270 annually 
and Northampton, $210. 

Charging fees for athletics could be another source of 
funds. A proposed $100 user fee for high school athletics 
would generate approximately $80,000 for the district. This is 
one area that the rest of the region’s schools are already 
charging for. Athletic fees in neighboring districts range from 
$30 to $500, with many schools charging on a scale. West 


Springfield, for example, is on the lower end of the fee range, 
charging $30 to $70 on a scale. Gateway has a sliding scale 
of $100 to $500. Many schools charge a flat fee per sport 
(East Longmeadow, $116; Easthampton, $100; Granby, $100; 
Ludlow, $60; Southwick, $100). 

The addition of athletic fees could come on top of the elim- 
ination of freshman sports, which would save the district 
almost $33,000 in coaching fees, transportation and officiat- 
ing costs. 

Additional proposed fees would be charges for marching 
band and jazz band (the $100 proposed fee for approximately 
79 members would generate $79,000); extracurricular clubs 
(the $25 proposed fee for the 765 students among 30 clubs 
would generate $19,125); and students parking (if all 320 
parking spots were sold at the proposed fee increase of $100, 
from $40, it would generate $32,000). 

Currently, East Longmeadow and Granby are the only 
other schools in the region to charge a fee for extracurricular 
clubs ($20 and $25, respectively). Most high schools in the 
region charge for student parking. The average student park- 
ing fee is just over $100 ($107), with Westfield ($20) and 
West Springfield ($30) on the lower end and Gateway charg- 
ing the most ($200). 

While no decisions have been made yet on the proposed 
fees and cuts, School Superintendent Dr. Mary A. 
Czajkowski said they will be “discussed and seriously con- 
sidered.”

Committee and teachers before news of her being a semifi- 
nalist was released. 

“The school committee has been wonderful. They know 
this has not been an easy decision for me,” said Czajkowski, 
who was interviewed again this week along with Hackett and 
McGoodwin. Barnstable School Committee members are 
expected to visit Agawam on March 22. A final decision is 
expected by March 24. 

The Barnstable position, which will begin July 1, is 
expected to pay between $160,000 and $190,000 annually 
and carry with it a multiyear contract. Czajkowski’s current 
salary is just over $140,000. 

While there are some similarities between the two districts, 
including student population (Barnstable’s approximately 
4,100 students is close to Agawam’s 4,300), there are differ- 
ences as well, most notably an operating budget in 
Barnstable that is nearly twice that of Agawam’s. 
Barnstable’s fiscal year 2012 budget was unanimously 
approved by their school committee earlier this month at $61 
million, while the required funds for Agawam’s fiscal year 
2012 budget of $36 million is in negotiations and currently 
facing a $2 million deficit. 

Czajkowski, who previously owned a house on Cape Cod 
in Truro, said she is filled with mixed emotions about the sit- 
uation. 

“IT wasn’t looking to make a change, but the Cape has 
always been a special place for me. That was the attraction 
for me; I love that area. Making the decision to pursue this 
position was not an easy one. My mindset now is that if it 
was meant to be then it will be,” said Czajkowski.

Deciding on a type

consider whether your 
child is ready for such a big 
step.

campers, so you’ll need to 
dig a little deeper to find 
out what the camp is really 
like. 

The ACA has an accredi- 
tation program _ that 
requires inspections every 
three years. An ACA accred- 
itation means a camp has 
passed ACA requirements 
regarding health, safety, 
and staff-training. Keep in 
mind, however, that ACA 
accreditation is a voluntary 
process. Camps that choose 
to forgo it still may have 
their own high standards. 

Find out how long the 
camp has been in business. 
Who is the camp director 
and what is his or her back- 
ground? ACA guidelines 
recommend that a potential 
director have a bachelor’s 
degree and at least 16 


weeks of administrative 
experience at a camp. 

How many children 
attend the camp at a time? 
What is the ratio of staff to 
campers? For very young 
children, ACA recommends 
a one-to-six ratio, with a 
greater ratio allowed for 
older children. What is the 
camper return rate? What 
is the staff return rate? 
Both of these figures 
demonstrate a certain level 
of satisfaction among those 
who have spent time at the 
camp. 

Ask camps to provide a 
contact list of former 
campers who can give ref- 
erences. Speaking with for- 
mer campers and their par- 
ents will tell you more 
about a camp than any 
online testimonial or quote 
from a brochure. Ask them 
what they liked best and 
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least about the camp. Also, 
ask if they’ve had experi- 
ence with any other sum- 
mer camps and how the 
camps compared to each 
other. 

The cost to attend camp 
will certainly be a factor, 
but keep in mind many 
camps offer full or partial 
scholarships, or “camper- 
ships”. Some offer dis- 
counts for multiple chil- 
dren from the same family. 
Don’t be afraid to ask if you 
qualify for any other dis- 
counts. Be sure to factor in 
the cost of travel to and 
from the camp, additional 
fees for any extra activities 
or equipment, and a little 
spending money. 


Making the 
transition easier 

Preparing your child to 
attend summer camp can 


go a long way in making a 
smooth transition, particu- 
larly for those children who 
will be staying overnight. 
Help them understand that 
it’s natural to feel homesick 
and encourage them to talk 
about those feelings. Stop 
by the library and borrow 
some books about camp to 
read with your child ahead 
of time. If you went to sum- 
mer camp as a child, share 
some of your experiences. 
Talk to your child about 
what a typical day will be 
like so they know what to 
expect. 

Parents may be sur- 
prised at their own emo- 
tions when a child goes to 
camp. Feeling guilty about 
sending a child away or 
worrying about them is 
perfectly normal. Have 
activities planned to stave 
off any “child-sick” feelings, 


especially for the first few 
days and keep busy with 
family and friends. 


Special tips tor 
overnight camp 

If your child is attending 
a camp far away that sched- 
ules a special day for family 
to visit, ask staff for nearby 
motel recommendations. 
Make your motel recom- 
mendations when you reg- 
ister for the camp in order 
to guarantee you'll get a 
room. 
Most summer camps will 
provide a list of the items 
your child needs to bring. 
Make a list of items as you 
pack them and leave it in 
your child’s suitcase or duf-
